32 And whosoever speaketh a word against the Son of 

man, it shall be forgiven him: but whosoever 
speaketh against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this tvorld, neither in the 
world to come, — ^Matt. xU. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. — i Thbss. v. 

30 And grieve not the holy Spirit of God, whereby ye 

are sealed unto the day of redemption, 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and clamor, 

and evil speaking, be put away from you, with all 
malice: 

32 And be ye hind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 

ing one another, even as God for Chrisfs sake 
hath forgiven you, — Eph. iv. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying the 
truth through the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently. — i petbr i.

22 And Solom^on stood before the altar of the Lord in 

the jyresence of all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven : 

23 And he said. Lord Grod of Israel, there is no Gk)d like 

thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who 
keepest covenant and mercy with thy servants that 
walk before thee with all their heart : 
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28 Yet have thou respect unto the prayer of thy ser- 

vant ^ and to his supplication^ O Lord my God, to 
hearken unto tlie cry and to the prayer, which thy 
servant prayeth before thee to-day : 

29 That thine eyes may be open toward this house night 

and day, even toward the place of which thou hast 
said, My name shall be there: that thou mayest 
hearken imto the prayer which thy servant shall 
make toward this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the supplication of thy servant, 

and of thy people Israel, when they shall pray to- 
ward this place : and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling pkme : and when thou hearest, forgive, 

MATT. 6. 

6 And when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as the hy- 
pocrites are : for they love to pray standing in 
the synagogues and in the comers of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men.

15 But if ye ftyrgive not men their trespasses, neither 

toill your Father forgive your trespasses, 

7 Ask, and it shall be given you ; seek, and ye shall 

find ; knock, and it shall be opened unto you : 

8 For every one that asketh receiveth ; and he that 

seeketh findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened.

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much 

fruit ; so shall ye be my disciples. — John xv. 

2 Yet ye have not, because ye ask not, 

3 Ye ask, and receive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye 

may consume it upon yoiir lusts. 
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8 Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to you. 

Cleanse your hands, ye sinners ; and purify 
your hearts, ye double-minded, 

9 Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep : let your laughter 

be turned to mourning, and your joy to heaviness. 
10 Humble yourselves in the sight of the Lord, and he 
shall lift you up, — ^jambs iv. 

HEBREWS 10. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 

holiest by the blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which he hath consecrated 

for us, through the veil, that is to say, his flesh ;

not thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same 
condemnation ? 

41 And we indeed justly ; fcrr we receive the due re- 

ward of our deeds : but this man hath done no- 
thing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 

thou comest into thy kingdom. 

43 And Jesus said unto him. Verily I say unto thee. 

To-day shalt them be with me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and there was a 

darkness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, and the veil of the 

temple was rent in the midst. 

46 And when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said. 

Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit : and 
having said thus, he gave up the ghost. 
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MATTHEW 28.

9 And as they went to tell his disciples, behold, Jesus 

met them, saying. All hail. And they came and 
held him by the feet, and ivorshipped him. 
10 Then said Jesus unto them, Be not afraid : go tell my 
brethren that they go into Galilee, and there shall 
they see me. 

MARK 16. 

12 After that he appeared in another form unto two of 

them, as they walked, and went into the country. 

13 And they went and told it unto the residue: neither 

believed they them. 
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14 Afterwards he appeared unto the eleven as they sat 

at meaty and upbraided them with their unbelief 
and hardness of heart, because they believed not 
them which had seen him after he vxis risen. 

15 And he said unto them, Gro ye into all the world, 

and preach the gospel to every creature. 

16 He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but 

he that believeth not shall be damned, 

17 And these signs shall follow them that believe : In 

my name shall they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues ; 

18 They shall take up serpents ; and if they drink any 

deadly thing, it shall not hurt them ; they shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover, 

19 So then after the Lord had spoken unto them, he 

was received up into heaven, and sat on the right 
hand of God. 

20 And they uyent forth, and preached everywhere, the 

Lord working vnth them, and confirming the 
word with signs following. Amen. 

ACTS 1. 

6 When they therefore were corns together, they asked 

of him, saying. Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel f 

7 And he said unto them, It is not for you to know the 

times or the seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 

is come upon you : and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judcea, and in 
Sawxiria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these things, while they 

beheld, he was taken up; and a doud received him 
out of their sight 
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10 And while they looked steadfastly toward heaven 

as he loent up^ behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel ; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 

gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus, which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in 
like manner as ye have seen him go into heaven. 

1 COB. 16. 

1 Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel 

which I preached unto you, which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory 

what I preached unto you, unless ye have believed 
in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all that which I 

also received, how that Christ died for our sins 
a^ccording to the Scriptures ; 

4 And that he was buried, and that he rose again the 

third day according to the Scriptures : 

5 And th/it he vkls seen of Cephas, then of the twelve : 

6 After that, he was seen of above five hundred breth- 

ren at once; of whom the greater part remain 
unto this present, but some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; then of all the 

apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, as of one 

bom out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, that am not meet 

to be called an apostle, because J persecuted the 
church of God, 
10 But by the grace of Gkni I am what I am : and his 
grace which was bestowed upon me was not in 
vain ; but I labored more abundantly than they all : 
yet not I, but the grace of God which was with me. 
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11 Therefore whether it were I or tliey^ so we preach, 

and so ye believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he rose from the 

dead, how say some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead? 

13 But if there he no resurrection of the dead, then is 

Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is our preaching 

vain, and your faith is also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God; be- 

cause we have testified of God that he raised up 
Christ : whom he raised not up, if so be that the 
dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not Christ raised : 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain ; ye 

are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen asleep in Christ are 

perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are 

of all men most miserable, 

20 But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 

the first-fruits of them that slept. 

21 F(yr since by man came death, by man came also the 

resurrection of the dead, 

HEBREWS 9. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the holy plaices made 

with hands, which are the figures of tJie true ; but 
into heaven itself, now to appear in the presence 
of God for us : 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself often, as the 

high priest entereth into the holy place every year 
with blood of others; 

26 Far then must he often have suffered since the foun- 

dation of the world : 
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But now once in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 

after this the judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many ; 

and unto them that look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin unto salvation. 

24 But this man, because he continueth ever, hath an 

unchangeable priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save them to the utter- 

most that come unto God by him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercession for them. 

26 For such an high priest became us, who is holy, 

harmless, undefiled, separate from sinners, and 
mxide higher than the heavens; 

27 "Who needeth not daily, as those high priests, to offer 

up sacrifice, first for his own sins, and then for the 
people's: for this he did once, when he offered up 
himself. — Heb. vU. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great high priest, that is 

passed into the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let 
us holdfast our prof ession, 

15 For we have not an high priest which cannot be 

touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but 
was in all points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of 

grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need. — heb. iv. 

REVELATION 1. 

10 I was in the Spirit on the Lord's day, and heard be- 

hind vfie a great voice, as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, lam Alpha and Omega, the first and the last 
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12 And I turned to see the voice that spake with me. 

And being turned, I saw seven golden candle- 
sticks ; 

13 And in the midst of lihe seven candlesticks one like 

unto the Son of man, clothed with a garment down 
to the foot, and girt about the paps with a golden 
girdle. 

14 His head and his hairs were white like wool, as white 

as snow ; and his eyes were as aflame of fire; 

15 And his feet like unto fine brass, as if they burned 

in a furnace ; and his voice as the sound of many 
waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand seven stars : and out 

of his mouth went a sharp two-edged sword : and 
his countenance wa^ as the sun shineth in his 
strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his feet as dead. And 

he laid his right hand upon me, saying unto me, 
Fear not; I am the first and the last: 

18 I am he that liveth, and was dead; and, behold, I 

am alive forever more, Amen; and have the keys 
of hell and of death, 

REVELATION 19. 

11 And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white 

horse; and he that sat upon him, was called 
Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth 
judge and make war. 

12 His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on his head were 

many crowns ; and he had a name written, that no 
man knew, but he himself. 

13 And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood : 

and his name is called The Word of God. 

14 And the armies which were in heaven followed him 

upon white horses, clothed in fine linen, white and 
dean* 
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15 And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that 

with it he should smite the nations : 
And he shall rule them with a rod of iron : 
And he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God. 

16 And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh a name 

written, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF 
LORDS. 

REVELATION 6. 

1 And I saw in the right hand of him that sat on the 

throne 
A book written within and on the back side, sealed 
with seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel proclaiming vnth a loud 

voice, 
Who is worthy to open the book, and to loose the 
seals thereof ? 

3 And no man in heaven, nor in earth, neither under 

the earth, was able to open the book, 
Neither to look thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because no man was found worthy 

to open and to read the book, 
Neither to look thereon. 

5 And one of the elders saith unto me. Weep not : 

Behold, the Lion of the tribe of Juda, the Root of 
David, hath prevailed to open the book, and to 
loose the seven seals thereof. 

6 And I beheld, and, lo, in the midst of the 

throne and of the four beasts, and in the 
midst of the elders, stood a Lamb as it had 
been slain, 
Having seven horns and seven eyes, which are 
the seven Spirits of God sent forth into all the 
earth. 
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7 And he came and took the hook out of the right 

hand of him that sat upon the throne, 

8 And when he had taken the book, the four beasts 

and four and twenty elders fell down before the 
Lamb, 
Having every one of them harps, and golden 
vials full of odors, which are the prayers of 
saints, 

9 And they sung a new song, saying, Thou art 

worthy to take the book, and to open the seals 
thereof : 
For thou wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God 
by thy blood out of every kindred, and tongue, 
and people, and nation; 

10 And hast made us unto our Grod kmgs and priests : 

and we shall reign on the earth. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the voice of many angels 

round about the throne and the beasts and 
the elders : 
And the number of them was ten thousand times 
ten thousand, and thousands of thousands ; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, Worthy is the Lamb that 

was slain 
To receive power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
strength, and honor, and glory, and blessing. 

13 And every creature which is in heaven, and on the 

earth, and under the earth, and such as are in 
the sea, and all that are in them, heard I 
saying, 
Blessing, and honor, and glory, and power, be unto 
him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb forever and ever. 

14 And the four beasts said. Amen, 

And the four and twenty elders fell down and 
woraliipped him that liveth forever and ever. 
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PSALM 14. 



1 The fool hath said in his hearty There is no God, 

They are corrupt, they have done abominable 

works, 
There is none that doeth good. 

2 The Lord looked down from heaven upon the chil- 

dren of men, 
To see if there were any that did understand, and 
seek Grod. 

3 They are all gone aside, they are all together become 

filthy : 
There is none that doeth good, no, not one. 

4 Have all the workers of iniquity no knowledge f 

Who eat up my people as they eat bread, 
And call not upon the Lord. 

5 Tliere were they in great fear : 

For God is in the generation of the righteous. 

6 Ye have shamed the counsel of the poor, 

Because the Lord is his refuge. 

7 O that the salvation of Israel were come out of 

Zion ! 
When the Lord bringeth back the captivity of his 

people, 
Jacob shall rejoice, and Israel shall be glad. 

ROMANS 3. 

10 As it is written, There is none righteous, no, not 

one : 

11 There is none that understandeth, there is none 

that seeketh after God. 

12 They are all gone out of the way, they are together 

become unprofitable ; 
There is none that doeth good, no, not one. 
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13 Their throat is an open sepulchre : ivith their 

tongues they have used deceit : 
The poisou of asps is under tlieii* lips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of cursing and bitterness : 

15 Tiieir feet are swift to shed hlood. 

16 Destruction and misery are in their ways: 

17 And the way of peace have they not known : 

18 There is no fear of God before their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things soever the law 

saith^ it saith to them who are under the 
law : 
That every mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty befoi'e God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the law there shall no 

flesh be justified in his sight : 
For by the law is the knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of God without the law 

is manifested^ 
Being witnessed by the law and the prophets ; 

22 Even the righteousness of God which is by faith of 

Jesus Christ unto all and upon all them that 
believe : 
For there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory 

of God. 

HOSEA 14. 

1 O Israel, return unto the Lord thy God ; 

For thou hast fallen by thine iniquity. 

2 Take with you words, and turn to the Lord: say 

unto him. Take away all iniquity , and receive 

us graciously : 
So will we render the calves of our lips. 
4 I will heal their backsliding^ I will love them freely : 
For mine anger is turned away from him. 
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5 / will he as the dew unto Israel : 

He shall grow as the lily, and cast forth his roots 
as Lebanon. 

6 His branches shall spread^

From me is thy fruit 
found. 

9 Who is wise, and he shall understand these things f 

Prudent, and he shall know them? 
For the ways of the Lord are rights and the just 
shall walk in them : 
But the transgressors shall fall therein. 

JOEL 2. 

1 Blow ye the trumpet in Zion, 

And sound an alarm in my holy mountain : 
Let all the inhabitants of the land tremble : 
For the day of the Lord cometh, for it is nigh at 
hand. 

12 Therefore also now, saith the Lord, 

Turn ye even to me with all your heart, and with 
fasting, and with weeping, and with mourning : 

13 And rend your heart, and not your garments. 

And turn unto the Lord your God : 
For he is gracious and merciful, 
Slow to anger, and of great kindness, and repenteth 
him of the eviL 



14 Who kn&weth if he will return and repent, 
And leave a blessing beliind him ? 

ECCLBSIASTES 13. 

1 Remember now thy Creator in the days of Hi" 

youth. 
While the evil days come not, nor the years drat 
nigh, 
Wfaen thou shalt say, I have no pleasure in them 

2 While the sun, or the light, or the moon, or the start 

be not darkened. 
Nor the clouds return after the rain:

Fear Gody and keep his commandments :

9 Tribulation and anguish^ upon every soul of man 

that doeth evil^ 
Of the Jew first, and also of the Gentile ; 

10 But glory, honor^ and peace^ to every man that 

worketh goody 
To the Jew first, and also to the Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of persons with Qod, 

JOHNl. 

1 In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was 

with God, and the Word was God, 

2 The same was in the beginning with God. 

3 All things were made by him ; 

And without him was not anything made that 
was made. 

4 In him was life ; 

And the life was the light of men. 

5 And the light shineth in darkness ; 

And the darkness comprehended it not. 

6 There was a man sent from God, whose name was 

John, 

7 The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the 

Light, that all men through him might believe. 

8 He was not that Light, 

But was sent to bear witness of that Light. 

9 Hmt tvas the true Light, 

Which lighteth every man that cometh into the 
world. 
10 He was in the world, and the world uxxs made by 
him.

14 And the word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 

(And we beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only-begotten of the Father), full of grace and 
truth. 

15 John hare witness of him, and cried, saying, This

16 And he came to Nazareth, where he had been 

brought up : 
And, as his custom was, he went into the synagogue 
on the sabbath da^, and stood up for to read. 

17 And there was delivered unto him the book of the 

prophet Esaias, 
And when he had opened the book, he found the 
place where it was written, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, becav,se he hath 

anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; 
He hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted. 
To preach deliverance to the captives, and recover- 
ing of sight to the blind. 
To set at liberty them that are bruised, 

19 To preach the acceptable year of the Lord. 

20 And he closed the book, and he gave it again to the 

minister, and^t down. 
And the eyes of all them that u^ere in the synagogue 
were fastened on him. 

21 And he began to say unto them, This day is this 

scripture fulfilled in your ears. 

22 And all bare him withess, and vxmdered at the gra- 

cious words which proceeded out of his mouth. 
And they said. Is not this Joseph's son ? 

23 And he said unto them, Ye will surely say unto me 

this proverb. Physician, heal thyself : 
Whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, do 
also here in thy country. 
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24 And he said, Verily I say unto you^ 

No prophet is accepted in his own country. 

28 Come unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy 

laden, 
And I will g^ve you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me ; 

For I am meek and lowly in heart: 
And ye shall find rest unto your souls, 

30 For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light. 

—Matt. xi. 

87 In the last day, that great day of the f east ^ Jesus 
stood and cried, saying, 
If any man thirst, let him come imto me, and 
drink. — ^JohmvIL 

BEVELATION 8. 

15 I know thy works, that thou art neither cold nor 

hot : 
I would thou wert cold or hot. 

16 So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither 

cold nor hot, 
I will spew thee out of mji mouth. 

17 Because thou sayest, I am rich, and increased with 

goods, and have need of nothing; 
And knowest not that thou art wretched, and mis- 
erable, and poor, and blind, and naked: 

18 I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire,

And white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
and that the shame of thy nakedness do not ap- 
pear;

Thou delightest not in burnt offering. 

17 Tlie sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : 

A broken and a contrite heart, O Grod, thou wilt 
not despise. 

18 Do good in thy good pleasure unto Zion : 

Build thou the walls of Jerusalem. 

19 Then shalt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of 

righteousness, with burnt offering and whole 
burnt offering : 
Then shall they ofPer bullocks upon thine altar. 

PSALM 143. 

1 Hear my prayer, O Lord, give ear to my supplica- 

tions : 
In thy faithfulness answer me, and in thy right- 
eousness. 

2 And enter not into judgment with thy servant : 

For in thy sight shall no man living be justified. 

3 For the enemy hath persecuted my soul : 

He hath smitten my life down to the ground ; 
He hath made me to dwell in darkneaa^ aa thoae 
that have been long dead. 
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4 Ther^ore is my spirit overwhelmed within me; 

My heart within me is desolate. 
6 I remember the days of old; 
I meditate on all thy works ;

6 I stretch forth my hands unto thee : 

Uy soul thirsteth after thee, as a thirsty land. 

7 Hear me speedily, OLord; my gpirit faiUth : 

Hide not thy face from me, 

Lest I be like unto them that go down into the

ing; 
For in thee do I trust: 
Cause me to know the tvay wherein I should tool

9 Deliver me, O Lord, from mine enemies : 

I flee unfo thee to hide me.

For thou art my God : 

Thy spirit is good; lead me into the land of 
rightness. 

11 Quicken me, O Lord, for thy nuTne's sake : 

For thy righteousness' sake bring my soul ou' 
trouble. 



1 Bless the Lord, O my soul : 

And all that ia within me, bless his holy name, 

2 Bless the Lord, O my soul. 

And forget not all his benefits : 
8 Who forgioeth all thine iniquities; 

Who healeth all thy diseases; 
4 WTio redeemeth thy life from destruction ; 

Who crowneth thee with loving-kmdness and 
der mercies; 
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5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things; 

So that thy youth is renewed like the eagle's. 

6 The Lord executeth righteousness 

And judgment for all that are oppressed. 

7 He niade known his ivays unto Moses, 

His acts unto the children of Israel. 

8 The Lord is merciful and gracious, 

Slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

9 He will not always chide : 

Neither will he keep his anger forever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us after our sins; 

Nor rewarded us according to our iniquities. 

11 For as the heaven is high above the earth, 

So great is his mercy toward them that fear him. 

12 As far as the east is from the west, 

So far hath he removed our transgressions from us. 

13 Like as a father pitieth his children. 

So the Lord pitieth them that fear him. 

14 For he knoiveth our frame; 

He remembereth that we are dust. 

15 As for man, his days are as grass : 

As a flower of the field, so he flourisheth. 

16 For the windpasseth over it, and it is gone; 

And the place thereof shall know it no more. 

17 But the mercy of the Lord is from evei^lasting to

PSALM 32. 

1 Blessed is he whose transgression is forgiven, 

Whose sin is covered. 

2 Blessed is the man unto whom the Lord imputeth 

not iniquity, 
And in whose spirit there is no guile. 

3 When I kept silence, my bones waxed old 

Through my roaring all the day long. 

4 For day and night thy hand was heavy upon me : 

My moisture is turned into the drought of summer.

9 Be ye not as the horse, or as the mule, which 

have no understanding : 
Whose mouth must be held in with bit and bridle, 
Lest they come near unto thee. 
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10 Many sorrows shall be to the ivicked : 

But he that trusteth in the Lord, mercy shall com- 
pass him ahout. 

11 Be glad in the Lord^ and rejoice, ye righteous : 

And shout for joy, all ye that are upright in heart. 

ROMANS 6. 

1 Therefore being justified by faith, 

We have peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ : 

2 By whom also we have access by faith into this 

grace wherein we stand, 
And rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 
8 And not only so, but we glory in tribulations also: 

Knowing that tribulation worketh patience ; 
4 And patience, eocperience; 

And experience, hope ; 
6 And hope mdketh not ashamed; 

Because the love of God is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given unto 
us. 

6 For when we were yet without strength, 

In due time Christ died for the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man ivill one die : 

Yet peradventure for a good man some would even 
dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love toward us. 

In that, while we were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified by his blood, 

We shall be saved from wrath through him. 
10 For if, when ive ivere enemies, we wei^e reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son, 
Much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by 
his life. 
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11 And not only so, hut we also joy in God through 
our Lord Jesus Christy 
By whom we have now received the atonement. 

ROMANS 8. 

1 There is therefore now no condemnation to them 

which are in Christ Jesus, 
Who walk not after the flesh, but after the Spmt. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 

Hath made me free from the law of sin and death. 
8 For what the law could not do, in that it was toeak 
through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in the likeness gf sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh : 

4 That the righteousness of the law might he fulfilled 

in vs, 
Who walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit : 

5 For they that are after the flesh do mind the things 

of the flesh; 
But they that are after the Spirit the things of the 
Spirit. 

6 For to he carnally minded is death; 

But to be spiritually minded is life and peace; 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity against God : 

For it is not subject to the law of God, neither in- 
deed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh cannot please 

God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, hut in the Spirit, 

If so be that the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Noiv if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, 
He is none of his. 
10 And if Christ he in you, the hody is dead hecause of 
sin; 
Bat the Spirit is life because of nghtoousness. 
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11 But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from 

the dead dwell in you, 
He that raised up Christ from the dead shall also 
quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, not to the flesh, 

To live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die : 

But if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds 
of the body, ye shall live. 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, 

They are the sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received the spirit of bondage again 

to fear ; 
But ye have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit^ 

That we are the children of God : 

17 And if children, then heirs ; 

Heirs of God, and joint-heirs with Christ; 
If so be that we suffer with him, 
That we may be also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time 

Are not worthy to be compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us. 

1 PETER 1. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 

Christ, 
Which according to his abundant mercy 
Hath begotten us again unto a lively hope

Ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of glory : 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, even the salvation 

of your souls. 

HEBREWS 12. 

1 Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with 

80 great a cloud of witnesses, 
Let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us. 
And let us run with patience the race that is set 
before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our 

faith ; 
TFTio for the joy that was set before him endured 
the cross, despising the shame, 
And is set down at the right hand of the throne of 
God.

13 And make straight paths for your feet. 

Lest that which is lame be turned out of the tvay ;

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PSALM 28.

2 He mdketh me to lie down in green pastures : 

He leadeth me beside the still waters. 

3 He restoreth my soul : 

He leadeth me in the paths of righteousuess for his 
name's sake. 

4 Yea^ though I walk through the valley of the sha- 

dow of death, 
I will fear no evil : for thou art with me ; 
Thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

5 Thou preparest a table before me in the presence 

of mine enemies : 
Thou anointest my head with oil ; my cup runneth 
over. 

6 Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the 

days of my life : 
And I will dwell in the house of the Lord for- 
ever.

Yet have I not seen the righteous forsaken, nor his 
seed begging bread. 

26 He is ever merciful, and lendeth; 

And his seed is blessed. 

PSALM 91.

Shall abide under the shadow of the Almighty. 

2 I will say of the Lord, He is my refuge and my for- 

tress: 
My Grod ; in him will I trust. 
8 Surely he shall deliver thee from the snare of the

11 The Lord of hosts is with us; 

The God of Jacob is our refuge. 

ISAIAH 12.

He that sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth

He that doeth these things shall never be moved.

Tliat the man which doeth those things shall live 
by them. 

6 But the righteousness which is of faith speaJceth on 

this icise. 
Say not in thine heart, Who shall ascend into hea- 
ven ? (that IS, to bring Christ down from above:) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the deep f 

(That is, to bring up Christ again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it f The word is nigh thee, even in 

thy mouth, and in thy heart : 
That is, the word of faith, which we preach ; 
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9 That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus^ 
And shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. 

10 For with the heart man believeth unto righteous-

For the same Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon the name of the

14 How then shall they call on him in whom they have 

not believed f 
And how shall they believe m hun of whom they 
have not heard? 
And how shall they hear without a preacher f 

15 And how shall they preach, except they be sent ?

Might be known by the church the manifold wis- 
dom of Gk)d, 

11 According to the eternal purpose which Jte pur- 

posed in Christ Jesus our Lord : 

12 In whom we have boldness and access with con- 

fidence by the faith of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint not at my tribula- 

tions for you, which is your glory, 

14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father of 

our Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in heaven and earth is 

named, 

16 That he would grant you, according to the riches of 

his glory, 

To be strengthened with might by his Spirit in the 
inner man ; 

17 That Christ may dwell in your hearts by faith; 

That ye, being rooted and grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with all saints what is 

the breadth, and length, and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, which passeth 

knowledge, that ye might be filled with all the 
fulness of God.

1 Paul, an apostle of Jesus Christ by the will of God, 

According to the promise of life which is in Christ 
Jesus, 

2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved son : 

Grace, mercy, and peace, from God the Father 
and Jesus Christ our Lord. 

3 I thank God, ivhom I serve from my forefathers 

with pure conscience, 
That without ceasing I have remembrance of thee 
in my prayers night and day ; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, 

Being mindful of thy tears, that I may be filled 
with joy ; 
6 When J call to remembrance the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee, 
Which dwelt first in thy grandmother Lois, and 
thy mother Eunice; and I am persuaded that in 
thee also. 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remembrance that thou 

stir up the gift of God, 
Which is in thee by the putting on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the spirit of fear; 

But of power, and of love, and of a sound mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed of the testimony of 

our Lord, nor of me his prisoner : 
But be thou partaker of the afflictions of the gos- 
pel according to the power of G^; 
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9 Who hath saved ws, and called ua with an holy call- 
ing^ not according to our works. 
But according to his own purpose and grace, which 
was given us in Christ Jesus hefore the world 
began, 

10 But is now made manifest by the appearing of our 

Saviour Jesus Christy 
Who hath abolished death, and hath brought life 
and immortality to light through the gosx)el : 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a preacher, and an 

apostle, 
And a teacher of the Grentiles. 

12 For the which cause I also suffer these things: 

Nevertheless I am not ashamed: 
For I know whom I have believed, 
And am persuaded that he is able to keep that which 
I have committed unto him against that day. 

13 Holdfast the form of sound words, which thou hast 

heard of me. 
In faith and love which is in Christ Jesus. 

14 That good thing ivhich was committed unto thee 

Keep by the Holy Ghost which dwelleth, in us. 

2 TIMOTHT 2. 

1 Thou therefore, my son, be strong 

In the grace that is in Christ Jesus. 

2 And the things that thou hast heard of me among 

many witnesses, 
The same commit thou to faithful men, who shall 
be able to teach others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 

As a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that tvarreth entangleth himself with the 

affairs of this life ; 
That he may please him who hath chosen him to 
be a soldier. 
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5 And if a man also strive for masteries, 

Yet is he not crowned, except he strive law- 
fuUy. 

6 The husbandman that laboreth must be first par- 

taker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say ; 

And the Lord give thee understanding in all 
things. 

8 Remember that Jesus Christ of the seed of David 

Was raised from the dead according to my 
gospel : 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an evildoer, even unto 

bonds ; 
But the word of Grod is not bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all things for the elect's sokes. 

That they may also obtain the salvation which is 
in Christ Jesus with eternal glory. 

11 It is a faithful saying : 

For if we be dead with him, we shall also live with 
him: 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign with him : 

If we deny him, he also will deny us: 

13 If we believe not, yet he abideth faithful : 

He cannot deny himself. 

14 Of these things put them in remembrance, 

Charging them before the Lord that they strive not 
about words to no profit, but to the subverting 
of the hearers. 

15 Study to show thyself approved unto God, a work- 

man that needeth not to be ashamed, 
Rightly dividing the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain babblings : 

For they will increase unto more ungodliness. 

17 And their word will eat as doth a canker : 

Of whom is Hymenaeus and Philetus ; 
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18 Who concerning the truth have erred, saying that 

the resurrection ispa^t already; 
And overthrow the faith of some. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of God standeth sure, 

having this seal, The Lord hnoweth them that 

are his. 
And, Let every one that nameth the name of 
Christ depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house there are not only vessels of 

gold and of silver, but also of wood and of 

earth ; 
And some to honor, and some to dishonor. 

21 If a man therefore purge himself from these, he 

shall he a vessel unto honor, 
Sanctified, and meet for the master's use, and pre- 
pared unto every good work. 

22 Flee also youthful lusts : 

But follow righteousness, faith, charity, peace, with 
them that call on the Lord out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned questions avoid. 

Knowing that they do gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord must not strive ; 

But be gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient; 

25 In meekness instructing those that oppose themr 

selves; 
If Grod peradventure will give them repentance to 
the acknowledging of the truth ; 

26 And that they mxiy recover themselves out of the 

snare of the devil, 
Who are taken captive by him at his will. 

2 TIM0TH7 3. 

14 Continue thou in the things which thou hast learn- 
ed and hxist been assured of, 
Knowing of whom thou hast learned them; 
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15 And that from a child thou hast known the holy 

Scriptures, 
Which are able to make thee wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

16 All Scripture is given by inspiration of God, 

And is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for cor- 
rection, for instruction in righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may he perfect. 

Thoroughly furnished unto all good works. 

1 I charge thee therefore before God, and the Lord 

Jesus Christ, 
Who shall judge the quick and the dead at his ap- 
pearing and his kingdom; 

2 Preach the word ; be instant in season, out of sea- 

son; 
Reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long-suffering and 
doctrine. 

3 For the time will com^ when they will not endure 

sound doctrine ; 
But after their own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, havmg itching ears ;
